THE 
CHINESE THEORY 
OF JUSTICE. 


Arrmxtion bas recently been 
called to several incidents, which 
illustrate in a remarkable degree 
the wide variance between the 
Chinese and European notions of 
justice and the relative attitude of 
the people of this country and 
foreigners towards cruelty. In the 
notorious case of Ng Ab-dau wo 
had: the, most outrageous cruelty 
exercised by 8 magistrate upon an 
unlucky prisoner, in a manner that 
could not fail to arouse the strongest 
indignation of every European. 
The matter was taken up by the 
authorities of the foreign settlement 
and the man was rescued by thom 
out of the hands of one of bis own’ 
officials. Not a sound of protest, 
however, has been raised among the 
Chinese, and, as far as we aro 
aware, the only corollary to the 
episode has been the sentence of 
three black marks against the name 
of the magistrate for having surren- 
dered the prisoner to foreign juris- 
diction. Yet the treatment meted 
ont to Ng Ab-dau was essentially 
barbarous, and it occurs ata time 
when there is a strong national 
movement for reform with the object. 
of enabling China to take 2 higher 
position in the family of nations. 
Again, according to a Chitiesp news- 
paper, several hundred lashes on 
the bare back were recently inflicted 
upon a woman found dressed as a 
man and she was subsequently 
ordered to be-strangled. The news- 
paper publishing this report offers| 
no comment and no one suggests 
that the penalty is excessive. On. 
the other hand s Chinese newapaper| 
is suspended by order of the Mixed 
Court ‘and at ‘once ther is a loud 
outcry. ‘Tho irregularities that were 
made the subject of protest in the) 
latter.case were identical with those 
that prefaced the cruelty practised 
upon Ng Ab-dau ; but whereas in 
the suspension of the “Min Hsu 
Pao” there was an encroachment 
upon vested interests, when Ng Ab- 
dau was nearly beaten to death, 
unjustly and without trial, the per- 
sonal feelings of one man lone 
were affected. Thus the Chinese 
senae of justice is, offended when a 
bnsiness firm is suspended. without 
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trial, bpb. remain. entirely unexer-jof the inherent equality of man. entail a severy.toet: to many 





cised when mere bodily cruelty re- 
its from the same perversion of 
justice. 

Tt is interesting, therefore, to 
attempt: to analyze the frame of 
mind that brings about this, accord- 
ing to the Western view, strange 
attitude towards justice and cruelty 
among the Chinese. With regard 
to the latter, it has been well 
pointed out that the Chinese for 
the most part lack that side of 
the imagitation which we call 
sympathy. We must remember 
that sympathy is of comparatively 
recent development in Europe, 
where, perhaps, as a national trai 
it is not even yet universal ; in 
Asia it has not’ as yet been born. 
Chinese in common with all 
Asiatics regard life differently from 
the manner in which it presents 
itself to the European mind, and 
contempt for life is cardinal 
dogma of their religions, They 
are inherently callous and display 
a marked indifference to 
punishment of others. Indeed, 
cruelty in some inexplicable way 
contents rather than horrifies them, 
and it may be doubted whether the 
least compunction was. felt in the 
City yamén where Ng Ab-dau was 
beaten, either by those who inflicted 
the punishment or by those who 
watched the proceedings. When 
to this disposition is added an 
instinctive respect for the will of 
the ruler or of those to whom he 
delegates his authority, it is not 
difficult to see why cruelty is not 
only tolerated, but. may even 
regarded in a favourable light as a 
conspicuous. exhibition: of energy. 
In spite of the countless revola- 
tions and insurrections that have) 
punctuated Chinese history there 
has, probably, never been one’ 
purely against the cruelty of the 
raler; nor has the nation ever 
thought it necessary to deprive 
those who have supreme authority, 
over them of the right to inflict 
summarily the punishment of death. 
This acceptance of cruelty, more- 
over, is not necessarily the outoome 
of fear, for the Chinese bas at all 
times shown himself capable of 
championing s cause at the risk of 
his life even where the prospect of 
snocess has been most forlorn. 

‘The sympathy towards cruelty, 
however. implice no lack of the 
appreciation of justice, which, 
indeed, the Chinese as 
strongly a8 any people. Where 
they differ from Western 
conception is in rej to the 
method of dispensing it rather than 
in regard to justice. Allowance 
must be made for a radical point 
of divergence, in so far as the 
‘Chinese are by no means convinced 
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Gradations of justice are, therefore, 
accepted as in the normal course 
of events, and the only checks:that 
fare provided by tradition against 
a wholly arbitrary administration 
‘are those supplied by reconrse to 
bribery and the ruler’s instinctive 
knowledge that there is a point of 
injustice, bard to ascertain, perhaps, 
but. indabitably existing, beyopd 
which it is not safe for him to go, 
in his own personal interests. The 
advantages that the Chinese obtain 
from this system are that they can 
always hope for the quick and Gnal 
dispatch of justice, which will be 
inclined to favour the wron; 

man, as he is prepared to make the 
larger pecuniary sacrifice, and that 
they are not hampered in stating 
their case by rales of evidence and 
Court procedure. There. the: ad- 
vantages end, for in civil suits 
this summary justice inevitably 
breaks down. These, as has been 
well observed, must be decided not 
only with justice, but with justice 
according to a rule which ‘never 
swerves, is never forgotten and is 
always known beforeband—that is 
to say, in practice, civil suits must 
be decided by experts in acoord- 
ance with written law—if a conntry 
is to prosper. To the Chines 
mind it appears a clumsy system, 
by reason of the expense and delay 
that necessarily it involves ; bat it 
is the only one’ that will work in a 
complex condition of society, In 
order to convince the Chinese of the 
wisdom of the European system, 











be| however, we must not lay stress on 


the cruelty of their own Court, bat 
must appeal to their business in- 
‘inots, which will eventually. con- 
oe them that only by the stand- 
ardization of the law and its separa- 
tion from the executive can a State 
hope to flourish under modern 
conditions.

TSCHAIKOWSKY. 

Readers of yesterday's Mubicipal 
Gazette may hare noticed with special 
interest that the concert o2 Sunday 
afternoon will be again what we may 
call = one man concert and that th 
one man will be Tschsikowsky. The 
programme consists of four items, two 
of which, the “1812” overture’ and 
two movements of the Pathétique 
Symphony, will be heard for the first 
time at these concerts, while two 
itherto unbeard numbers will be added 
to the Casse-Noisette Suite, It is a 
thoroughly representative selection; and 
while the tinker of Kweichow Road, as 
announced elsewhere, bas been squared, 
it is to be hoped that sickness will deal 
lightly with the orchestra. For if aoy 
composer needs a fall complement of 
instruments it is Techaikowsky, if the 
tone-colour in which be is so rich is to 
be traly rendered. In many respects a 
Lechaikowsky concert should prove 
wore interesting than one exclasi 
deawa from Wagner, certaioly thao 
Mendelssohn concert.’ Techaikowsky is 
still something of an aoknown book so 
far as the Town Hall concerts are 
concerned. As a composer be is, per- 
haps, more characteristically Russian 
than any otber, if we except tho less 
well-koown and far lest melodious Bals- 
kireff, Rabinstein, through whose in- 
faence Tschaikowsky took to music as 
« professional career, bas been described 
rightly enough as diggaised German ; 
‘and the same applies to Glazsunow. At. 
his worst (and this part of him certainly 
does not appear ia Sunday's programme) 
Techsikowsky is simply medioore. At 
hia best, he is warely to be ranked with 
the immortals. Personality shows so 
stroogly in music, perhaps more than 
in soy other art, that one can hardly 
refrain from findiog a reflexion of 
Techaikowaky's life in his masic. He 
failed repeatedly before he won success ; 
his married life was mysterious aud 
anbappy; once he tried to commit 
suicide ; and it is noticeable that his 
operas to which he most passionately 
devoted himself were with the excep- 












































































It wonld seem so. For some hearers 
Techaikowsky tends to become un- 
pardonably nearotic and morbid. On 
the most favourable judgement it must 
be confessed that he lacked the 
grandeur of Beethoven to rise above 
daily troubles. Yet grandeur is a 
word that mast fairly be given to him, 
It stands out most, perhaps, in his 
Fifth Symphony, that extraordinarily rich 
and sombre composition which we trast 
Herr Buck will give us one day. Bat 
we bave grandeur also in the Pathétique, 
If Techaikowsky mouras, be can do 80 
with dignity. There is a great sense 
of spaciousness in bis music, a most 
inspiring rhythm and a wealth of 
imagination, If the sixteen years that 
hhave elapsed since his death have not 
yet quite placed him as a composer, 
those qualities at least are admitted in 
him ; and we welcome the opportanity 
that is to be given of testing them once 
more.

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THE QUESTION OF 


COPYRIGHT. 
January 29. 


Tae question of copyright bas 
exorcised the minds of literary men 
and composers for many years, and 
the complexity of the law in Eng- 
land has increased greatly in recent 
times owing to the wider extension 
that has been given to the meaning 
ofcopyright and the increased scope 
for the operation of those who 
habitually profit by other persons’ 
brains. In 1908 an International 
Conference of the Union for the 
protection of literary and artis- 
tic workers was held in Berlin. 
Fifteen countries participated in 
each being animat- 
to protect in as 





ible the rights of authors for 
heir litera eat artistic work. It’ 
was resolved to conclude a conven-' 
tion for the purpose of revising the 
Convention of Berne of September 
9, 1886, and important articles of 
agreement wore drawn up. Last 
year the President of the English 
Board of Trade appointed » Com- 
mittee to consider how far the law 
of the United Kingdom should be 
altered so as to give effect to the 
revised Convention, and the report 
of that Committes was issued 
recently, The Committee, of which 
Lord Gorell was President, exper- 
ienced great difficulty in its work 
owing to the goneral complexity 
and confusion of the English law 
of copyright. ‘This law is embodied 
in a series of statutes dating back 
to the year 1738, It is wholly 
destitute of any arrangement,. is 
notoriously incomplete and often 
‘obscure, and the Committee found 
that the law was sofill-expressed that 
long study was often necessary in 
order to ascertain the real meaning 
of it. ‘The basis of our modern law 
on the subject is the Copyright Act 
of 1842, wherein all literary pub- 
lications are referred to as “« books,” 
thus affording little protection for 
newspapers, periodicals and many 
other forms of printed matter. 
England has not been alone in her 
troubles with regard to copyright, 
and now that good books published 
in any country circulate freely all 
over the world, either boribrerad 
original language or translated, in 
Grder to. protect effectively the 
rights of authors it is necessary to 
form a strong union of the various 
countries principally concerned. Tt 
would be desirable that the remedies 
to be conferred upon snthor or 
their assigns against persons infring= 
ing their rights should be reduced 
to some uniform state, for instance 
with regard to damages, penalties

was able to approve of the revised 
vention as a whole, and to record. 
that, though it contains certain 
defects and ambiguities imposed by 
the necessities of international 
agreement, it marks a very great 
advance upon the original Berne 
Convention and tha Acts of Paris. 
China was not represented at the 
International Conference of the 
Union, but Japan is a member of 
that Union, and it is hoped that’ 
she will take steps at once to carry 
into effect the decisions that were 
arrived at on that occasion. The 
paragraphs that affect her most, and 
they would affect China too if she 
wet io the Union, are those 
relating to translations, adaptations, 
as well as collections of original 
works. Originally lawfal trans- 
Intions were only protected as 
original works, but the revised Con- 
vention is intended to give pro- 
tection also as against every one: 
except the original r to 
“derivative” works that may not 
be authorized by him. The article 
provides that “translations, adapt- 
ations, arrangements of music, and 
other reproductions in an altered 
form of a literary or artistic work, 
as well as collections of different! 
works, shall be protected as original 
works, without prejudice to the 
rights of the author of the original 
work”. The large majority of 
the English Committee wore in 
favour of adopting this paragraph 
on the basis that it was not intended 
to protect the matters mentioned 
in so faras they presented 

the character of new and original 
works. But, in the opinion of the 
Committee, an author should enjoy 
the exclusive right during the whole 
term: of protection of making or 
authorizing a translation of his 
work, such right to include that 
of preventing the productions in. 
and importation into the United 
Kingdom of any unaathorized 
translation. Article 5 of the 
Convention provides that authors 
being subjects or citizens of ono of 
the countries of the Union, who 
first publish their works in another 
country of the Union shall have in 
this latter country the same rights 
‘as native authors ; and authors not 
being the subjects or citizens of one 
of the countries of the Union, who 
first publish their works in one of 
those countries, shall enjoy in that 
country the same rightsas native 
authors, and in other countries of 
the Union the rights granted by the 
Convention. This should have the 
effect of bringing other countries 
into the Union, as otherwise authors 
may seek foreign publishers for their 
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It is very gratifying to| unanimous on the point that in the 


reproduction of newspaper articles 
the source must be indicated, but of 
course protection does not apply to 
news of the day or to miscellaneous 
information that is simply of the 
nature of items of news. 

‘The English Committee recom- 
mends that a photograph should 
enjoy the same term of copyright 
asa literary work, the actual pho- 
tographer being the author unless 
the pictare ix produced to the order 
of another person. Tho protection 
of cinematograph and gramophone 
rights was a very difficult question 
that required carefal handling. In 
the case of the cinematograph there 
is the original author of the play, 
pantomime, classical dance, or 
picture who first claims protection, 
and then the maker of these repro- 
ductions has to be considered. The 
Convention decided, and the (iom- 
mittee concurred in this view, that 
tho original author should have the 
exclusive right of authorizing the 
reproduction of his works by cine- 
matograph. If, however, the cine- 
matographer should by new arrange- 
ments and combinations have caused 
the work to present a personal and 
original character, then he should 
be deemed the aathor and be 
protected accordingly. By the 
Berlin Convention the authors of 
musical works are given the excla- 
sive right of authorizing the 
adaptation of their works to instra- 
ments that can produce them 
mechanically, and the Committoo 
concurs in this decision. It was 
admitted that many difficulties 
would arise, as the business in 
gramophone records has developed 
on the practical assumption that no 
sach right existed. There is an- 
other question that demanded care- 
fal consideration and that was 
whether or not a composer ought 
to be allowed to create a monopoly 
for himself and a single favoured 
dealer. The Committee decided 
that the composer should have com- 
plete freedom of action and should 
be empowered to sell the right of 
reproduction and presentation to 
‘one manufacturer or to many at his 
discretion. With regard to archi- 
tectural copyright, plans and 
designs were already secured against 
piracy, but the new Convention 
proposed that the building itself 
should be copyright and that 
the architect should be able 
to restrain any person from 
imitating it. This recommendation 
was accepted by the Committee. 
The most debatable point was as to 
the term of years that a copyright 
should be in force. Different 
practice is followed in different 
countries, and although two mem- 
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bers of the Committee thought the| 
time unduly long, the majority 
thought tbat the objection must be 
overruled by the necessity of secur- 
ing uniformity of system in the 
Union, and the term granted by 
the Convention, namely the life of 
the author and fifty years after his 
death, was endorsed. Now that 
the decided action of the,(onven- 
tion has been followed “by the 
careful deliberations of a most com- 
petent Committee in England, and 
that Committee practically endorses 
the action of the international body, 
some improvement in English and 
international copyright laws may 
be expected. Perhaps the most 
important result of the work of the 
Committees is that they have 
decided that it is highly desirable 
that the opportanity should 
be taken to place the Eng- 
lish law on an intelligent and 
systematic footing. As we have 
stated the present laws aro very 
defective and constant friction has 
resulted. This state hus been 
reached through the inadequate 
recognition of the principles that 
should regulate the rights of per- 
sons to the production of the 
results of their own ability. In 
journalistic circles the uncertainties 
‘of the present Inws have created 
many difficulties, but through the 
action of the Institute of Journalists, 
which has been in constant com- 
munication with Lord Gorell’s Com- 
mittee, the hands of professional 
writers have been strengthened and 
friction has been often averted or 
disputes settled with satisfaction to 
the parties. Authors of literary and 
artistic work generally will welcome 
the much-needed reforms that will 
result in their just rights being 
conserved. 


THE ELECTION 
AND AFTER. 


Jannary 31. 





Tus memorable struggle is 
virtually over. Only nine seats 
remain to be contested, and, uccord- 
ing to their present complexion, 
the result promises to be a “tie” be- 
tween Unionists and Liberals. Four 
years ago the last election returned 
374 Liberals, 54 Labour Members, 
84 Nationalists and 158 Unicnists 
By-elections had so far altered the 
constitution of the House that the 
different parties went to the country 
this year in the following strength = 
Liberals 366, Labour 54, Nationa- 
lists 83 and Unionists 167. The 
Government’s formidable majority 
has thus been reduced by over two 
hundred votes, and as in 1892, 
when eighty-one Irish votes gave 
Mr. Gladstone a majority of thirty- 















nine, the Liber 1 be dependent 
on the d-will of the Labour 
Party and the Nationalists for their 
retention of office. In the balance 
that has now been strack by the 
people of Great Britain between 
the two main parties it is, perhaps, 
legitimate to read an indication 
that the country has candidly con- 
fessed its inability to make up its 
mind between the two great ques- 
tions—which it does not pretend to 
understand thoroughly—the Budget 
and Tariff Reform. As far as it 
has been possible to judge from the 
evidence that has reached us up to 
the present, the cry against the 
House of Lords has once more failed 
signally to rouse the electorate. 
Tt has to be remembered that the 
Government appealed to thecountry 
in a doubly strong position, first 
with a majority in Great Britain 
alone of 270, secondly on the 
Budget, which was distinctly 
popular with the large unthinking 
mass of the electorate. If from 
this point of vantage it had been 
able to enlist as well cor r= 
able volume of Sympathy against 
the House of Lords, the results of 
the election must have been very 
different. As things are, the 
Liberals have had to rely upon their 
traditional hold upon Wales and 
Scotland. In the former the 
Unionists have captured two con- 
stituencies, and the solid Welsb 
phalanx of thirty members in the 
last Parliament bas thus been 
broken. Scotland, however, re- 
mains true to its allegiance. Union- 
ist gains in five constituencies, 
Buteshire, Central Glasgow, Kir- 
eudbrightshire, West Perthshire 
and Fast Renfrewshire, are coun- 
teracted by Liberal gains in North 
Ayrshire, North-west Lanarkshire, 
St. Andrew's District and the 
Tradeston Division of Glasgow ; 
and the Opposition is thus able to 
record only one net gain. 

In the circumstances in which 
the Liberal Prime Minister will 
meet the new House of Commons, 
the progress of parliamentary 
business must depend entirely on 
the trend given to fresh attempts 
at legislation. A new Budget 
would appear inevitable, for pro- 
vision will have to be made for the 
deficits and general financial em- 
barrassment caused by the rejection 
of last year's Financial Bill. If 
for the nonce party considerations 
could be eliminated and the Pre- 
mier would read into the equivocal 
reply of the country its real mean- 
ing, we should expect to find 
presented to the House of Commons 
‘a Budget, pure and simple, shorn 
of the extraneous growths that dis- 
figared the last measure. Its 
Passage would be rapid, for both 
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sides of the House are anxious to 
curtail the existing interruption of 
the normal course of national 
finance. After the new Budget 
there will remain sufficient legisia- 
tion to occupy the House for the 
short session to which it is entitled 
in view of the arduous labours of 
last year. As has already boen 
indicated, even a Bill to alter the 
constitution of the House of Lords 
would gain support on both sides, 
if it were drafted in a moderate 
i Tf, on the other hand, 
legislation of an extreme kit 
be introduced, if the elections are 
alleged to have provided sufficient 
mandate for more measures of 
socialistic tendency, the House of 
Lords will once more bave to 
the country from its legislator 
yet another session will be 
as far as the statnte book is 
cerned. 


THE FLOODS IN 


PARIS. 
January 31. 


Wira the exception, perhaps, 
of Rome, there is no city in which 
all nationalities feel so much a 
common interest as in Paris ; and 
the sincerest sympathy will be 
extended universally to the Pari- 
sians in the calamity wi 
overtaken their beautiful city. The 
extent to which the Seine has 
risen may be judged from the fact 
that the height from the top of the 
wall along the quais (where old 
books are sold and fishermen ply 
their gentle art) to the surface of 
the water must be, in normal times, 
at least fifteen or twenty feet. On 
Tuesday last it was first reported 
that the river was rising phenom- 
enally, and that three bridges, of 
which the important Pont de 
VAlma is one, had been closed to 
traftic. Nothing is said of the 
lovely Pont Alexandre III opened 
in the Exhibition year of 1900 ; as 
@ suspension bridge it should, we 
trast, be unharmed. By the even- 
ing of the 26th it was hoped that 
the floods had reached their limit, but 
on Saturday the water was still 
rising,and the centre of Paris was 
described as being like a lake. The 
low-lying streets south of the river 
would naturally be the first to be 
flooded. Bat the inundation of the 
Avenue des Champs Elysées. is 
almost, we believe, without parallel. 
Presumably from the Place de la 
Concorde to the Rond Point, the 
whole jes promenade, which 
is quite flat between these points, is 
under water, together, possibly, with 
the lower end of the gardens of the 






























Elysée (the Prosident’s residence) 
and of the British Embassy. The 
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two Pulais des Beaux Arts, flanking 
the northern approach to the Pont 
Alexandre III, must have suffered 
severely ; not to speak of such 
popular places of amusement as the 
Folies Marigny, Palais de Glace, 
Jardin de Paris, the Ambassadeurs 
and Alcazar cafés and Ledoyen’s 
restaurant ; while the merry-go- 
rounds, toy-stalls and gingerbread 
kiosks, beloved of little Parisiens 
and Parisiennes, must have heen 
swep! away in dozens. 

OF the fate of the Louvre and 
Tuileries we have been told nothing 
since Friday, when desperate efforts 
were being made to raise a barricade. 
But it is to be feared in any case 
that the cellars of these museums 
will have been flooded, and those 
cellars contain numerous pictures, 
including specimens of Turner and 
Constable, for which the galleries 
have no space. On tho south side of 
the river the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs and the German Embassy 
(as also the American Embassy) 
have been abandoned. The Hotel 
des Invalides, where lies the body of 
Napoleon, stands on slightly higher 
ground than the Esplanade, and 
may, therefore, have escaped ; but. 
the Champs de Mars must be a lake 
and there is no telling what damage 
may have been done to the founda- 
tions of the Tour Eiffel. On the 
river itself the destruction of sbip- 
ping alone must be considerable. The 
pontoons of that splendid service of 
river steamers which is the envy 
and despair of London would 
quickly disappear. But from the 
Pont Solférino eastwards to the Ile 
de la Cité the river is always crowd- 
ed with heavy barges, the loss of 
which would involve no mean blow 
to business. The Ile de la Cité 
itself, which is quite one of the 
most interesting, as it is of the oldest 
Paris, may, perhaps, have 
than the surrounding 
is it stands hig! 

ivides about it into fairly 
spacious channels. If this surmise be 
correct,we need have no apprehen- 
sions for the safety of Notre Dame. 
Not the least extraordinary part of 
the story is that from Wednesday to 
Friday the inhabitants of the Rue

At least, it might be thought, they 
could have been reached in boats ;

But still it remains to ex- 
plain the fate of the Rue de Univer- 
sité which lies considerably nearer 
the river than the Rue St. Domin- 
ique, and on the same parallel. 


















Snowstorms, abnormal rains and 
tho swelling of great rivers are 
given as the primary cause of this 
appalling catastrophe, of which the 
damage was estimated four days 
ago at £40,000,000. What must 
have been added to this sum since 
Thorsday, we can only guess. 
Furthermore it will he noted that: 
Paris, though the worst, is by no 
means the only sufferer. Daring 
the past week nearly the whole of 
Western Europe, from Hamburg 
down into Italy, has been visited by 
gales and blizzards. In England 
the telegraphic service is inter- 
rupted, and the coasts of Great 
Britain and France are strewn with 
wrecks. It is certainly a coincid- 
ence that on the day before we 
received the first news of the 
flooding of Paris, earthquakes, 
beginning apparently in the 
Caucasus, were recorded in several 
European centres and in Iceland. 
By the superstitious the connexion 
between the disaster and the coming 
of Halley’s Comet will scarcoly fail 
to be noted. The destruction that) 
has fairly overwhelmed the centre 
of Paris is all the more tragic in that 
the necessity of rebuilding large 
portions of the city, including 
presumably the completion of the 
Boulevard Haussmann, has lately 
been forced upon the public ; and 
on the eve of adjourning for the 
New Year holidays the Chamber of 
Deputies had authorized a loan of 
£36,000,000 for that purpose. 
Unfortunately the part afflicted 
by the flood can scarcely be that 
which stood most in need of refor- 
‘ion. That work, in view now of 
igs of far greater urgency must. 
inevitably be postponed. Even 
without the floods the Parisian 
householder carried a heavy burden 
of debt ; indeed, as our Paris cor- 
respondent has shown more than 
once in recent letters, the whole 
public service of France is em- 
barrassed for money, while the 
state of the navy calls urgently for 
an expenditare estimated at some 
hundreds of millions of francs. A 
country 0 natarally wealthy as 
France cannot permanently be at a 
loss for all the money that she 
needs, but fate might well have 
spared her this new affliction : apart 
from the cost of rebuilding, the ex- 
pense of relief work alone will be a 
heavy item. For all who deplore the 
breach between (‘hurch and State 
in France it will be welcome news 
that the Pope has forwarded to the 
Archbishop of Paris a large sum 
for distribution. The Lord Mayor 
of London has opened a fund to 
which the King and Queen have 
contributed 1000 guineas and 
£1,000 respectively. ‘Their Majes- 


ties’ example, we may be sure, will 
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be warmly followed ; for no count 

is more sincerely the friend of 
France than Great Britain, or will 
sympathize with her more deeply 
in her distress. 





SOUTH AMERICAN 
DISCOVERIES. 
February 1. 


Reapers of “The Times” must 
have been not a little surprised 
(even, some might feel, appalled) 
on unwrapping the last delivery 
from home to find, in addition to 
the ordinary number of December 
28, a supplement of no fewer than 
seventy pages devoted to an exhaus- 
tive study, with illustrations, of the 
history and progress of the ten 
South American Republics. The 
special occasion of this supplement 
is the contonary of the declaration of 
the Argentine Republic which will 
be celebrated on May 25 next, that 
declaration being the precursor of 
similar movements within the sab- 
sequent ten years by Chile, Peru 
and Bolivia, Ecuador, Colombia and 
Venezuela ; and regarded only as 
apiece of journalistic enterprise, the 
supplement is traly beyondall praise. 
The opening pages are naturally 
devoted to Argentina, giving the 
tory of its early struggles and 
Inter development, and conveying 
an impressive moral by means of 
pictures of its great cities, its 
harbours and its cattle ranches. 
Following upon this we find a con- 
venient historical summary of the 
life of the ten Republics, an analy- 
sis of their constitutions and some 
useful ‘statistics of their foreign 
trade. Their commercial relations 
with the different countries of 
Enrope aro dealt with independent. 
ly by “The Times” correspond- 
ents in European capitals. The 

neral features of each country, 
the agricultaral and industrial re- 
sources, and particularly the great 
mineral wealth of the South American 
continent are examined on subse- 
quent pages. In this connexion we 
may notice a short but instructive 
article on the Brazilian diamond 
industry ; for here we touch a 
romantic note. For nearly one 
hundred and fifty years until eclip- 
sed, perbaps only temporarily, by 
South Africa, Brazilian diamonds 
reigned supreme, and to this ds 
Brazil has a monopoly of the car- 
bonado, or black diamond. Rail- 
ways and waterways, climate, 
literature, social topics, sport (let 
us not omit to mention in passing 
the popularity of cricket and golf 
among the Argentinos) are all fully 
reviewed: indeed the supplement 
stands out as a moderate-sized 
encyclopedia on South America. 
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which it would be difficult to 


equal. 

‘As journalistic enterprise, 
however, alone the supplement 
would ‘not call for more 


than @ passing notice, nor indeed 
could its appearance be wholly 
explained. Why, for example, 
should not the Hudson-Fulton 
celebrations of the Americas farther 
north have been similarly honour- 
ed. The reason is tersely expressed 
in the article.by Dr. E. S. Zeballos, 
formerly Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in the Argentine Govern- 
ment,on the position of SouthAmeri- 
can States general y in 1909. “ IE’ 
a European should happen to speak 
with South American children on 
European geography, they will 
reply to his questions with an 
accurate description of his country 
that is not only general but 
particular in its information. But 
if we talk in Europe with the 
inajority of well-informed persons, 
we generally discovor that they 
know of us far less than they do 
of the planet Mars.” The indict-' 
ment is regrettably trae. For how 
many people Brazil has been 
effectively summed up in the well 
known phrase from “¢ harlie's 
‘Aunt; for how many more South 
‘American institutions are “ synony- 
mous with financial dishonesty and 
misgovernment,” it would not be 
easy to say. The point on which 
Dr. Zeballos lays stress is that 
whereas little attention is given in 
Earope to South America, except it 
be « question of revolutions, the 
word * revolation” is utterly’ mis- 
applied to the political crises which, 
though undeniably existing, “ never 
affect national order nor disturb 
stability.” It would be idle to at- 
tempt to deny that several minor 
States aro misgoverned. They came 
into existence in a turmoil, born of 
the Napo'eonic wars, the heritage 
of which usted them for long. The 
presence iu Brazil of millions of 
Indisns and negroes is an inevit- 
able obstacle to progress. In Chile 
there exists a gap between an in- 





























ate which has yet to be bridged 
satisfactorily. And deficiency of 
means of communiciation still acts 
asa heavy drag on the country’s 


progress as a whole. Yet contrast- 
ing what hasactually been done even 
with all that there is yet to do, we 
cannot but feel that the optimistic 
tone of the writers on South Am 
ca is justified. A hundred years 
ago the Argentine’s population wa 
but half a million; to-day it stands 
at six millions. In 1840 her 
foreign trade amounted only to 
$18,000,000 ; by two years ago 
it had risen to $739,000,000: and 














ith improved sanitation, 
naturally healthy and the operation 
of acivil law to divide large pro- 
perties and maltiply ownerships, 
there is a correspondiag spread of 
well-being in ali classes. 

The Argentine has been excep- 
tionally fortunate in the quantity 
of Briti-h capital, amounting to 
£500,000,000, and the character of 
the immigrants, notably from Italy, 
that she has attracted. . Yet the 
progress of Brazil, le, Pera 
Urnguay, Paraguay and Bolivia 
would appear to differ from that of 
Argentina rather in degree than in 
quality. It must presumably be 
several years before the South 
American Republics will affect the 
political balance of the world. Yet 
as their commer importance 
contioues to grow, that day cannot 
be indefinitely postponed ; and in 
view of the transformation we 
must not overlook the urgent 
warning that is given in many 
quarters against the decline of 
British trade, once supremein a field 
of its own invention and enterprise. 
Foreiga rivals have begun to make 
themselves acately felt, and it must, 
be confessed that British firms do not 
appear to exert themselves to cope 
with the competition. Conse 
tive methods are tenaciously main- 
tained, regardless of the consumer's 
demands ; and in particular com- 
plaintsare heard that whereas British 
ships continue to spend twenty-two 
days between England and Buenos 
Ayres as they did twenty years ago, 
German and Italian steamers take 
but fourteen or fifteen days, and 
are making ready to cover the dis- 
tance in even less. The 
‘one that we need not further en 
phasize, although it serves in 
a supreme degres to illustrate 
the importance of revising our 
notions of South America in this 
centennial year. In spita of all 
competition, Great Bri ll holds 
a tremendous lead ; and it is the 
manner in which she gained and used 
that ascendancy on which wo would 
lay stress, recalling the example of 
a people so much nearer to our 
doors, and now restless 'oconvert old 
disorder into efficiency. British 
capital was poured into the Argen- 
tine at a time when that country 
may be said to have afforded 
nothing but promises, and little 
enough of those. So far from re- 
jecting this assistance, from de- 
nouneing it as an enemy of sovereign 
rights, the Argentinos welcomed its 
advent as contributing materially 
tin the words of Dr. Zeballos) 
“to the consolidation of oar inde- 
pendence, to our civil liberties and 
to our actual prosperity.” It is to 
be hoped that as the Chinese nation 
tarns its eyes abroad in search of 
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knowledge, the example of Arg 
tina may not be overlooked by its 
leaders, for the inculeation of a 
wiser conception of patriotism. 





CHINA’S 
PARLIAMENT. 


February 2. 

Tas refusal of the Prince Re- 
gent to accede to the prayer of the 
provincial delegates for the earlier 
grant of @ parliament marks a de- 
finite stage, though a negative one, 
in the history of the constitational 
movement in China. That mor 
ment, it will be remembered, dates 
from the closing days of 1905 
when an Imperial commission under 
the Dake Tsai Tse left Peking—after 
an abortive start in September—to 
make a study of political condi- 
and governmental policies in 
other countries.” After the mat- 
erial presented to the Throne by 
that commission bad been reported 
upon, a Decree was promulgated 
on September 1, 1906, announcing 
that, while the supreme control 
would remain in the hands of the 
Throne, the official system would 
be reformed, laws revised, finances 
and revenues regulated and “in a 
few years’ time constitutional gov- 
ernment would be inaugurated.” 
This promise was confirmed on 
February 18, 1907, when another 
Decree stated that “a Constitution 
and Parliament will be granted to 
the country” ; but it was not until 
August 27, 1908, that details of the 
proposed scheme of constitational 
government were made known. In 

Decree of that date the general 
principles of the constitutional 
system wore set forth, together with 
the methods of choosing members 
of parliament and the preparatory 
measures to be taken during each 
of the nine years intervening 
before the summoning of a parlia- 
ment. Earlier in the year, on July 
22, tho regulations for the Pro- 
vincial Assemblies, that were to be 
instituted as the first preparatory 
measnre, had been published, and 
provision was made for the first 
session of these bodies within a 
year. On October 14, 1909, the 
first day of the ninth moon, these 
Assemblies met and continued their 
deliberations until November 23. 
Before they adjourned, there would 
appear to have arisen more or less 
spontaneously among them a keen 
desire to see a national parlia- 
ment in existence before the time 
stipulated by Imperial Decree, and 
a scheme to give expression to the 
general wish was proposed by the 
Chibli Assembly. In accordance 
with that proposal delegates from 
fifteen provinces met in Shang- 
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hai, and after informal discus- 
sions extending over ten days 
selected from their number a strong 
committeo to proceed to Peking 
and to submit the request of the 
Assemblies to the Throne. 

The story of the delegates’ 
efforts to seoure support in Peking 
for their mission has been told from 
day to-day in our columns. They: 
haye shown, if these reports be 
correct, admirable perseverance and 
marked intelligence in the manner 
in which they bave pressed their 
suit. All the leading officials have 
been approached, or an attempt has 
been made to approach them, and 
no little interest attaches to the 
views attributed individually to the 

rominent members of the Central 
Government, Prince Ching m 
candidly opposed to the object of 
the mninion, as he fears that the 
grant of parliament will place the 
real power in China into the bands 
of the people. He is supported by 
Prince Pu Lun and H. E. Li Chia- 
chu, while Prince Su and Duke 
‘Tsai Tse refused to have their views 
canvassed. Two officials only, H. B. 
Tsai Tao and H.E. Yu Lang, could 
be said to express approval of the 
delegates’ request, but they were 
careful to make reservations. H.E. 
Tai Hung-tze, 
boldly took up 
their position on the fence and a 
nounced their intention to side with 
the majority. In these circumstan- 
ces it is not a matter for surprise 
that the Prince Regent has decided 
to reject the request to expedite 
the grant of parliamentary instita- 
tions. But the refusal finds ex- 
pression with a display of a 
certain amount of solicitude for the 
delegates’ feelings, incorporated in 
‘an elaborate and carefully reasoned 
Decree, which we publish in this 
issue, Commendation is meted 
ont to the delegates, but they 
are told firmly tbat the country 
isnot ready for a national parlia- 
ment and that the Administration 
sees no reason to depart from its 
intention to give constitutional 
government by instalments, accord~ 
ing to the original plan of the late 
Empress-Dowager. With the Pro- 
incial Assemblies and a Sénate in 
existence, the Government feels 
that ‘enough progress in this direc- 
tion has been made for the present! 
and it will, doubtless, find it none too 

to carry out the second year’s 
programme. which provides that a 
census of the population of China 
should be taken, provincial budgets 
drawn up and the now criminal 
code promulgated.

bring matters to a crisis, more or 
less violent according to the strength 
of the determination with wl the 
central authorities appose the wishes 
of the people. When that crisis 
comes, the people on its side has 
nothing better to introduce than 
the existing régime, for it is without 
leaders, without organization and 
without any definite scheme of 
government. On the other hand, in 
the absence of such a crisis it has to 
be admitted that there is little chance 
in the lifetime of the present gen- 
eration of genuine reform, to which 
the total abolition of the existing 
official system is an indispensable 
preliminary. The present régime 
provides at least for the administra- 
tion of the country on certain re- 
cognized principles, although those: 
principles are bad ; and the proposal 
to substitute for some order in 
government mere chaos is one to 
which no well-wisher of China 
can subscribe. We are, therefore, 
forced to the conclusion that the 
Government’s action in refusing to 
hasten the grant of a national par- 
liament is wise. To the provinei 
delegates and people at large it 
left, in the event of the Govern- 
ment still refusing to meet their 
reasonable demand for reform, so 
to prepare and organize themselves 
that they may have ready, when 
the psychological moment ‘comes, 

system of government so far 
superior to the present form that 
choice, as between the two, can 
incline only one way. It beboves 
the Government, on its part, if it 
wishes to effect its own salvation, 
to anticipate the inevitable aspir:

BRITISH 

WATERWAYS. 
February 3. 

Owr London correspondent bas 
already referred briefly to the 
voluminous report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Canals and Waterways 
iesaed on December 28, of which 
comprehensive details have now 











reached us. As he pointed ou 
is to be feared that the cost of the 
schemes recommended by the Com- 
mission, which involve an outlay 
‘of seventeen and a half mill 
not including the price of acquiring 
e present canals for the State, 
will militate against practical legis- 
lation, at least for the present. At 
the same time the report deserves 
careful study ; as the product of 
the labours, for nearly three years, 
of some of the best experts, it 
should form the locus classicus for 
all future reference to the subject; 
and in the light of continental ex- 
perience it must be thought that 
British industry cannot afford for 
ever to disregard the present back- 
wardness of canal traffic. Itis shown 
that between the years 1871 and 
1900 the French Government spent 
some fifteen millions sterling on its 
rivers and as much more on canals, 
Since 1831 Belgium bas spent over 
fifteen millions on waterways. 
Prussia in the past century has 
spent over twenty-six millions, and 
by the law of 1905 proposes to 
spend seventeen millions more ; 
whileboth the Germany and Austrian 
Empires have also large schemes 
under consideration. Into the details 
of tonnage carried on canals hy 
France, Belgium and German we 
have not space to enter. But the

cost of transport between Birming- 
ham and Liverpool, about the same 
distance. The first canal constract- 
ed in England, as the report tells 
us, was the Bridgewater Canal from 
Worsley to Manchester, opened in 
1761.

The fact that Englishmen, as a 
race, are opposed to systems of 
State aid or ownership has not 
deterred the Commissioners from 
recommending the latter expedient. 
Indeed in the circumstances of the 
case no other solution could well be 
found. The original construction 
of canals was left (not most happily 
it must be thought) to numerous 
‘competing private companies ; and 
their condition has not grown less 
piecemeal by the gradual deteriara- 
tion into which canal teaffic-has 
fallen since 1830, In the course 
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of the past i

railways to possess the whole 
system, there would be a distinct 
indacement to them “to encourage 
heavy goods to take the water 
route so as to relieve their lines for 
more valuable business.” As mat- 
tors stand, railways and canal com- 
panies live in a sort of intermittent 
competition by which the canals 
inevitably sniffer. “A vicious circle 
has been established. Because the 
authorities owning waterways are 
weak, divided and disorganized, 
they cannot raise the money neces- 
sary to improve them, and because 
they cannot improve them, they 
continue to be weak and to inspire 
no confidence ‘n the investing 
public.” In short, canals in Eng- 
Iand have reached « “position of 
arrested development” (to some 
extent brought about by errors in 
legislation) from which it is useless 
to expect private companies to 
rescue them. And great stress is 
laid on the fact that the foreign 
manufacturer is provided at na- 
tional cost with large waterways 
free, or almost free, from tolls ; and 
that by virtue of State ownership 
foreign canals are of uniform 
breadth and depth throughout, and 
are maintained by one department 
employing a special corps of trained 
engineers. Meanwhile in England 
the expense of transport, to quote 
but one attendant evil, has 
caused several manufacturers to 
migrate to places where raw 
materials, and especially _coals, 
are more cheaply obtainable. 
Not only does this migration 
create unemployment in the deser- 
ted locality, but it produces conges- 
tion at the new site and a burden- 
some increase of land values. It! 
is obvious that the number of ports 
available for industry in, say, two 
hundred miles of coast is limited ; 

whereas in two hundred miles of 
efficient canals, industries might be 
spread out almost indefinitely. 
Finally the objection that railways 
would suffer by development of 
canals, is answered thus : that rail- 
ways must always retain the most: 
valuable kinds of traffic, but that’ 
they would gain “ by relief of con- 
gestion, and by not baving to sink 
so much additional capital in in- 
creasing accommodation, especially 
at their terminals, . . . with ap- 
parently unsatisfactory financial re- 
sults.” Indirectly, it is considered, 
railways would also gain by the in- 
creased distribution of manufactured 
articles —revulting from the 




















Icheapened transport of fuel and raw 
materials.” 

This, then, is the ideal set before 
the nation: a kind of huge St. 
Andrew's cross of waterways with 
its centre at Birmingham and its 
ends at Liverpool, Hull, London 
and Bristol; the whole system own- 
ed by the State and gradually re- 
organized on a uniform plan. The 
gradual nature of the work is em- 
phasized in palliation of its heavy 
cost ; the expenditure would be 
spread over several years and might 
be covered by a loan redeemable 
at long purchase. Twelve of the 
nineteen members of Lord Shuitle- 
worth’s Commission signed the 
report without reservation ; four. 
more signed it with appended notes, 
of which Lord Farrer’s dissension 
from the principle of State owner- 
ship goes far to invalidate the whole 
scheme. The three other (‘ommis- 
sioners refused altogether to sign, 
and presented dissentiont reports. 
OF these the most noteworthy was 
contributed by Mr. Inglis, general 
manager of the Great Western 
Railway, who considered it unfair 
that the old, unsatisfactory canal 
system, which it had been left to 
private enterprise to supplant at 
enormous cost with railways, should 
now be bolstered up by State aid 
against the railways; and he 
contends that if the waterways 
fail to obtain traffic enough to 
reimburse the revenue, the burden 
will fall on the taxpayer, so 
that railways and traders outside 
the waterways area would have to 
contribute to the maintenance of 
trade rivals. As has been said, 
there will probably be time 
enough for both sides of the 
question to be threshed out 
bofore any practical step is taken. 
But the main point on which the 
pro-canal party will take its stand 
is that the present high rate of 
transport in Great Britain cannot 
long be endured whether for 
agriculture, a well-known sufferer 
by railway tariffs, or for industry. 
It is to be observed that pressure 
from Chambers of Commerce was. 
the chief cause of the late bed 
Henry Campbell-Bannermai 
pointing the Commission. We eed 
not apologize for drawing, in 
conclusion, a moral as regards the 
up-keep of the Grand Canal. The 
grievance against the present condi- 
tion of this wonderful work of a by- 
gone China is too well known to 
need emphasis ; but it stands out 
the more glaringly in contrast 
with the recommendat of Lor 
Shuttleworth’s Commission, and 
with President Taft’s recent ap- 
plication to Congress to spend 
@. 100,000,000 on irrigation and 
waterways.

In the formidable list of Im»erial 
Edicts which we publish to-day the one 
dealing with the suppression of poppy 
plantation may attract special attention 
aot upmingled with sarpriee. The 
dict anvounces that several provinces 
reported entire suppression of 
opium-growing. In others, however, 
this desirable end bas not quite been 
gained ; and the Vicernys and Governors 
the backward provinces are accurd- 
ingly commanded to take steps to 
shorten the time within which the poppy 
ssball cease to be grown. In the other 
provinces officials are warned to guard 
agsinst recradescence of the 
yw penalties are held over the heads 
of all, bigh and low alike, who violate 
the law.

Shall [ take my bread and my water 
and my flesh that I have killed for my 
shearers and give it to men that I know 
‘not who they be 2” He took Dav'd fur 
kind of land-loaper. Fortanately Abigi 
took the more generous view, and with 
her dates and loaves and charm saved 
her oross-grained lord from destrnction. 
Nabal was one of thoso rich men who 
stand on their legal rights. No doubt, 
David was not on Nabal's staff of 
servants, bat as Robertson shows io 
the transitional state of society then 
existing, when the nation was passiog 
from the judgeship to kingship, there 
was not moch law and order, And 
David aod his men had done more for 
Nabal than bis whole staff of hired 
servants put together. He bad saved 
all Nabal’s flocks from the Beduins. 
Let us remember that we cannot stand 
on oor legal obligations only. Vast, 
numbers of people are serving us that 
we do not pay. None of us hare 
fnlfilled oar debts to our fellow men 
when we have only paid the people the 
Courts can compel as to pay. Nabal 
took s mean view of his obligations.

But the Empire in so big, 
and varied in geography, laogasge, 
tradition ; the people of one section 
know the people of another #0 little, 
owing to old prejadices and the absence 
of communications—most of all the 
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Government hax done so little for the 
people—that it cannot be said there is 

ll-defined national life as there is 
life. If T tell an official there 
‘ trial ia the interior he is all 
excitement notil he learns that it is not 
in his jurisdiction, then he begins to 
speak of something else. The millions 
of cuolies are heedless of what goes 
forward in Peking. 

It is impossible to separate govern- 
ment and nation ; and for a goveroment 
‘wy enjoy vital patriotism in the heartn 
of its people, that goverament must 
suggest to them the best and highest 
things. The goveroment must perform 
fonctions which make for the 
welfare and uplifting of all the penple, 
economic, and otherwise, ‘The people 
mast feel that in it they bare 
protection ; they must not fear it except 
when they do wrong ; they must feel 
that the money they pat into it is 
administered as a trust for their benefit, 
‘and that wisdom, faithfalness aud di 
interestedaess coutrol their ralers 
When the Chinese feel this way toward 
their goverument, they will love not only 
her fertile fields and glorious moantains, 
tho abodes of their ancestors, bat the 
ational concept will be common to men 
of every province; an 
will be answored by all 
sacrifices in time of peace as well as war, 
for they will feel they owe good thing- 
to the Pekiog and their provincial gor- 
eroments. 

It is surprising how little, antil of 
late, the Chinese Goverment did for its 
people, beyond collecting taxes forthesap- 
port of officials.

powers is to prove worthy of a place. 
For instance, many Chinese are eager 
to throw off extraterritoriality ; they 
wish the Enropean living here to be 
tried by Chinese laws. Japan was long 
on Chioa’s present basis, but Japan 
introdaced reforms in her judicial 
aystem and exnviaced the foreign powers 
that modern ideals woald control 
her Conrta, and foreigners allowed 











themselves to be tried and punished as 





Extraterritoriality was abolished 
Japan a decade ago, Bat how dare the 
igo nations entrust their na 
to Chinese jastice when, as lately, ia the 
native city a Chinese was #0 bratally 
abused by « Chinese Magistrate, recei 
ing the eraelty of 2,000 or 3,000 blows 
from a bamboo? In a westera country 
© Magistrate who shoald do such 
terrible thing would be punished by 
many years in prison ; such barberity 
inconceivable ; and yet, the Chinese 
sit idly by and allow sach » Magistrate 
to continue in the enjoyment of his 
honoars and emoluments. Do you not 
see that it is foolish for the Chinese to 
ery al the privilege foreigners 
‘joy of being tried in their own 
courts?” Do yon not see that we do 
not dare to entrast our nationals to a 
system like that? The trae Chinese 
patriots will nee that it is necessary to 
do as Japan did—to first parify the 
Conrts of such crnel magistrates, then 
ean you say, “See, our courts are on a 
modera basis of jastice, freedom from 
corraption, hamanity—now we ask you 
to do for Ching what has been done in 
Japan—let China dispense justice for 
foreigner and Chinese alike.” It is the 
part of edacated young (hinese to 
vocate these reforms with moderation 
aud reasonableness ; they have a clearer 
anderstanding than the uncultivated 
man who goes about bawling for * sov- 
ereiga rights,” with no thought of the 
responsibilities that attend sovereigaty. 
The Chinese people mart add to 
their present admirable qualities an 
open mind to new ideas. You mast 
develop your resources with all the aid 
that you can bring to bear, and wel- 
come ideas and information from every 
source. The first need of China is to 
develop her resources. In no other 



































country is there such poverty as in 
Chios.

Tt would seem to be the part of a 
patriot to effect thin development in the 
best way. Japan made aso of all tho 
information she could secure: she 
looked atroad and saw that sgricaltare 
and mit nd manofactaring on 
modern lines were understood there, 
mhereapon every Japanese, rich and poor, 
became « learner of the foreigner. The 
Japanese put. themselves in a teschable 
frame of mind and were eager to learn 
fof anyone who could teach them. The 
result is that ia the short space of forty 
years they became a modern power, 
‘skilled in production and might ia war. 
‘The Chinese, too, are anxions to become 
great, bat they are oot willing to learn. 
They want to ran before they can walk. 
Youths go to school for a fow months 
‘and then conceive they are ready to 
teach. Others stady dentistry or 
medicine for a year and ationce blossom 
into so-called expert practitioners. 
Young Chinese have bad a glimpse of 
science ; they understand that a passion 
for trath takes « man to the place where 
it is to be had,—and they should care 
not where the source is, provided th 
get the truth. You shoald beli 
that the best men of every nation 
represented in the Orient are in aym- 
pathy with you in effort to make a better 
China aod that from them you can

Such 
mea are not the propheta whose voice 
you should listen to. 

Patting the matter in adifferent way, 
bow can you dare valiantly for others ?

Dr. Wilder said that be bad a special 
place in his heart for the Anglo-(’hinese 
College as it was the first place he had 
visited as a Shanghai Consul. It was 
there be bad met Dr. Timothy Richard 
and remembered thinking, while that 
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reat friend of the Chinese was talking 
in an uoknown tongue, what a conveni 
ent Santa Claus be would make, no dis- 
guiee being necessary. He noted that 
the place was crowded with parents ; it 

nificant and glad fact that there

He knew nothiog more im- 
portant for youth to believe thao this : 
that right ‘could not long bs turned 
down and wrong could vot long succeed. 
Tt wa» mathematically impossible, There 
wore laws that controlled this as 
gravitation operated on falling body. 

Dr. Wilder urged his young hearers 
to be docile— willing to learn. Japan's 
mental receptivity and ite reward 
should be a levson to the Chinese who 
were content to undertake large things 
without sufficient preliminary stady and 
preparation.

AKING-UP. DAY. 
Interesting ceremonies attended the 
breaking-up function at the Shanghai 
Municipal Council Pablic School for 
Chinese on Monday afternoon, Among 
the visitors who attended were the 
Rov. A. J. Walk 
the chair, Dr. J. C. 
HA. J. MacOray. 
‘The headmaster, Mr. G. 8. Foster 
Kemp in his report mentioned that the 
number of scholars now attending the 
choo! was greater than ever, Doring 
the summer term the tchool had a roll- 
call of 434 scholars, and during 
the winter term could have add- 
ed to that number bad there been 
room, ‘The attendance throughout the 
yoar bad been excellent, even when 
cotmpared with that of schools in Eng- 
land or America, and had on many 
oceasions excorded 97 per cent of the 
total number of scuulars. In May, Mr. 
Li Ziah Yang, a district magistrate of 
Koantang, and a well-known scholar, 
was appointed hief Teacher of Chinese. 
and under b's care the Chinese Depar 
ment had already unmistakably im- 
proved, and io time, they felt confident 
that Mr. Li will bring the Chinese side 
of the school to a degreo of excellence 
never before attained. Within the last 
fow weeks the staff of English masters 
hhad been strengthened by the arrival 
of Mr. L. H. Turner, of the City of 
London Pabfic School, and King’s 
College, The staff now consisted 
of sixteen masters, one pupil-teacher, 
and two 1g masters. With the 
exception of the introduction ef book- 
keeping and shorthand, there had been 
little change in the carriculum on the 
English side, but Mr. Li had consider-

In addition to the Chinese and English 
courses all the scholars had regal: 
instruction in militery drill and in 
vocal masic. During the year there 
had been four exawinations of the 
whole scbool with very satisfactory 
resnlis on the whole. Daring the 
recent terminal examination three mem- 
bers of the school committee visited 
the school, each of whom spent some 
hours in examining the scholars orally 
‘as well as in written work. In March 
Inst news was received that five of 
the seven candidates who sat for the 
Junior Examination of the University 
‘of Cambridge, had passed. Last month 
three of the scholars took the Senior 
Local Examination, and one the 
Junior. In April the Shanghai Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to “Ani- 
mals offered prizes to the value of $60 
for the best essays on a book published 
by the Society. The Upper Form boys 
entered for this interesting competition, 
and the prizes would be awarded that 
day. The sonnal athletic sports took 
place on May 24, in beautifally sunny 
weather, before some six or seven han- 
dred spectators. A school record was 
made in the 100 yards race which was 
ron in 10$ seconds. The champion- 
ship cup, presented by Dr. Ferguson, 
was woo by Har Ynen Chi, » scholar 
of the Third Form. The school grounds 
were not large enough for the re- 
creation of four hundred boys, but they 
made the best uso of them. A stage 
had been reached in the history of the 
School at which it was possible to send 
forth scholars into the world, Of the 
three who were to receive the Schoo! 
Certificate that day, having passed the 
Sixth Form examination, all had had 
‘sppointments offered to them, and one

PROGRESS IN CHINA. 
Despite the evident sincerity of the 
Obioa Government in the crusade it hax 
undertaken, it is evident that the com- 
plete suppression of poppy calt 
‘and #he.ase of opium in China wi 
be easy of accomp ishment. Nevertheless, 
considerable progress contiaues to be 
made, In a futher report on the subject 
drawn up by Mr. Maller, Conncil 
the British Legation at Pekin, 
inclnded in dispatches from the British 
‘Minister jast published by the Foreign 
office, it is stated that there bas an- 
doubtedly been s very sensible diminu- 
tion of the movement three years ago, 
Moreover, a pablic opinion has heen

Bat 
this craze has died down, owing to the 
great difficalty of procoring the drag 
or the injection needles. For those 
who are willing to pay the cost of thie 
comparatively expensive Inxary it can 
always be got, bat Dr, Gray considers 
that ifooe were to compare Peking with 
other large cities in Burope and Amerioa 
there would be no difficulty in provi 
that the oumber of morphormaniaes in 
certain other cities is immeasurably 
greater. 

Tn Manchuria reporte received from 
the Consal-General at Makden prove 
that mach has been done in the past 
year in Manchuris, both io regard to 
Teduciog the area of caltivation and to 
diminishing the oomber of smokers. 
At Shantang Sir A. Hosio was able last 
‘year to report a considerabl ic 
in the land devoted to 
the poppy throoghout this province, avd 
both from the Customs reports and 
those received from the British Consul 
at Chioanfu, it is clear that this 
diminution bas oot only been mai 
tained, bat has been considerably im- 
proved upon. The Governor of Kinngen 
reports that at Sonchow, the capital of 
the province, the number of shops for 
the sale of raw opium bad beon reduced 
during 1908 from 1,906 to 555, mhile 
the number of smokers showed a decrease 
of 60 per cent. Other reports, too 
numerous for detail, give particulars of 
other provinces, 

To sam up, I consider that distinct 
progress has been made dariog the 
period ander review towards the attain- 
ment of the objects China set herself in 
1908. Progress is certainly most 
marked in regard to the suppression of 
altivation in those provinces where it 
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ly prohibited, and we are 
locking forward to similar 
results in the farther provinces in which 
rowth of the poppy bas now been 
forbidden. It is mach more difficult to 
measure the progress made in regard to 
the prevention and cure of smoking, bat 
in this domain also there bas been im 
proverment in most provinces, eepecially 
in the capitals and larger towns, The 
enforcement of total prohibition of 
cultivation will, even in the absence of 
any survey or reliable statistic

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CONVERSION OF DOMESTIC BONDS.

Two window 
panes had also been broken in the win- 
dow, which was four feet square and 
had wooden bars, No one slept in the 
godown, but two coolies slept in the 
front room downstairs, Tn the passage 
betweon Szechnen Road, and the yard 
there were three doors, which wore lock- 
ed at night. The door at the back of 
the yard was locked, 

James L. Snowden deposed that he 
and his wife lived at No. 129 Szechnen 
Road. On the night in question he 
was in bed when at 10.10 o'clock he 
was awakened by the cound of breakiog 
glass. He took no notice of it at the 
timo as Chinese were frequently going 
in and ont. He was unable to sleep, 
however, and after eleven o'clock he 
went downstairs to ascertain what wae 
the cause of the noise.
